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And this is vvritten that all people upon earth may 
know by vvhom, and hovv vve are faved , and hopes 
for erernalllife , and vvhat vve believe concerning God, 
Chriſt,” and the Spirit, and of the things that are eter - 

nal, appertaining to all mankind to know and believe. 
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Corceruing Gad, Ulriſt and the Sj irit, thuꝛ we bel eve.

Irſt. That there is:qnely one true God, yvbo is a Spirit, 
Fand his preſence filleth heaven and earth, and he is eter- 
nal and everlaſting, the Creator and Preſerver of all things, 
that Heaven and Earth. and all things therein, by him were 
framed and brougkt forth, and all things remain unto this 


day by his power, and whatſoever he willeth in Heaven- and 
Earth, he brings to paſſe by his word. and Power. And vve 
believe that this God onely is, and ought to be feared, lo- 
ved, obeyed and worſhiped by all ereatures, and no other 

thing beſides him in Heaven and Earth, and we believe, That 
his Worſhip, and Obedience, and Fear and Love, is to be gi- 

ven in ſpirit, even in what his ownSpirit.movech and leadeth 
bis people. unto... And we believe his true worſhip,required 
Ane accepted of him, is not by the tradition of men 4 in 

outward obleryances, er Jet dares, or places, but he is wor- 
| ſhiped onely in ſpirit & truth, without reſpect of cime, places 

| or things,and that none can Worſhip him in righteoufneſſe 
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but his childrea who are tende ſpirit, Aare led and gui- 
died thereby. And we believe that this God hath given hie 
Son Chrift Jeſus into the World, a free · gift unto the whole 
World, and that every man that cometh into the VVorld is 
lighted by him, that every man might believe, and be ſaved. 
And we beliere that he is given into the VVorld,& no Na- 
tion, Countrey or people excepted , but unto all mankind is 
he given of God, and hath lightned them, and every man 
through the V Vorld, that beliereth in, and receiveth Chriſt, 
whois the V Viſdom and power of the Father,ſhall be ſaved 
with eternal ſalvation; and every one that believeth not in 
him, ſhall be damned and ſhall poſſeſſe everlaſting miſery. 
And we believe that Salvation, Jufti/ication and Santt ficar- 
en, isonely in him, and wrought by him, and no other, for 
there is no other Name given under Heaven but him alone, 
by which ſalvation is; and we believe all that receives: him, 
and believes in him are reconciled to God, and are made 2 
live to God, to live to him in all things, and doth receive the 
forgiveneſſe of ſins, c are ſet free from all unrighteouſnefſs, 
9 — the body of fin and death, and hath the V Vieneſs 
of the Spirit in them, and the Spirit of the Father they have 
received, and it witneſſeth in them of the Father and ot the 
Son,and of the things that wars [pes their peacezand it is 
the earneſt of the Inheritance , and the Seal of the promiſe 
of eternal life; and by it are the deep things of God reveal - 
ed to mankind;and by it the Father & the Son dwells in the 
Saints, & by it have they fellowſhip one with another; and 
the Father, Son, and Spirit are one: And this we faithfully 
believe. | 

Again,Concerning Chriſt, Y Ve believe that he is one with 
the Father, and was with him before the world was; and 
what the Father worketh it is by the Son, for he is the Arm 
of Gods Salvarion, and the very power and Wiſdew of the 
Creator, and was, is, and is to come, without beginning or- 
end. And we believe that al} the Prophets gave teſtimony of 
him, and thar ke was made manifeſt in dia and Jr ſalem, 
ad did che work of the Father, and was perſecuted of the

| Jews, and was erucifled by his enemies & that he was bury- 


ed. 3 g to the Seriptures. And we believe 
he is now a ended en High, & exalted at the right hand of 
the Father for evermore; and that he isglorified with the 
ſame glory thiat he had before the world was; and that even 
the ſame that came down from Heaven , igaſcended up te 
Hea ven, and the ſame that deſended, is he that aſcended. 
And we believe even he that was dead, is alive & lives for 
evermore; and that he cometh & ſhall eome again to judge 


the whole world with righteouſneſs, and all people with 


equity, and ſhall give to every man according to his deeds 
at the day ſ Judgement, when all ſhall ariſe to condemna- 
tion, or juſtification, he that hath done good ſhall receive 
life, and he that hath done evil, everlaſting condemnation. 
And we believe he is to be waited for in ſpirit, to be known 
after the Spirit, as he was before the world was, and that is 
the knowledge unto eternal life, which all chat believe in 
him doth receive; &he ſabdues death, and deftroyes him that 
hath the power of it, and reftoreth from death to life, and 
quickneth by his ſpirit all that the Father hath given him, 
and we believe ſuch he juſtifieth and ſanRifieth, & ſuch are 
taught of him; but he condemne all that believe not, baut 


continues in unbelief,andare not taught of him: And this 


we faithfully believe. 

And we believe that unto all people upon the face of the 
whole earth, is a time and day of vi raven given, that they 
may return and be ſaved by Chriſt Jeſus, ho is given of the 
Father to call the worſt of men to bykim of and the moſt 


odly of finners are convinced by him of their ungodly 
deeds, chat they might believe, and be converted, and ſaved. 
And we beleive herein is the love of God manifeſted to all 
mankind, d that wone is ſhns on! by hie before they were 
bern into the World, bat unto all men is a Viſitation given, 
and they that do periſh, ĩs is becauſe they do not believe in 
Chriſt, &deftruQtion is of amans ſelf,bur ſalvation is of God 
— belie veing in his Son, he takes away fin, and re- 


nto bis om Image, chet they may become Heirs | 
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with 
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nal glory, and an Inheritance of eternal life to. be injoyed 
for evermore by, all that beleive and are choſen, of God, 
and that there is 9 everlaſting miſery and deſtruction to 
be poſſeſſed by all that belieye not, but continues in the ſtate 
of reprobation, and are not changed from the wayes of fin 
& death, but walks after the wayes of their own hearts luſts, 


with him. And we believe th it there is a Crown, of eter - 


ſultilling che will of che fleſh, in che evil of clus world, and 


followes not Chriſt the Light of che world, that they may 


be ſaved; and we believe upon all fwebthewrach of God 


abideth , and that hey have no part in the ge of 
God. And we believe that it is oneſy he that is | 

of che Spirit, and that walks after the Spirit, who is changed 
from deach to life . and who is redeemed out of the world 


and all its wayes , ſuch onely muſt inherit che kingdom of 
God, and they onely have right chereunto,, and none be- 
fids,even they that are waſhed & clenſed from all unrigh- 


teouſneſſe by the blood of Jeſus, by which their ſins are re- 
mitted, for his blood clenſeth from all unrighteouſneſs and 


ſin, yea all ſuch that walk and abide in the light which Chriſt 


Jeſus hath lightned the world withall. 
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And we belle ve that the Saints upon Earth may receive 
forgiveneſſe of ſins, & may be perfectly freed from the bo- 
dy of fin and death, and in Chriſt may be perfect, and with- 
out ſin, and may have Victory over all temptations, by faith 
in Chriſt Jeſus. And we believe every Saint that is called of 


God, onpht to preſſe after perfection, and to overcome the 
Devil and all his temptations upon earth; and we believe 

they that faithfully waite for it ſhall obtain it, and ſhall be 
preſented without ſin in the Image of the Father, and ſuch 
walks not after the Aleth , but aften the ſpirit, & axe in cave- - 
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nant with Cod, & their fing, are blotted, out &.remembred, 
no more; for they ceaſe to commit ſin, being horn of the 


ſeed of Cod. And we believe the Soſpel of Chriſt is the pow- 
er of God unto (alvarion-, and that it oughr to be preached 
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rn again 


freely unto all people, angChrilt een ſoxth to all man- 
dby the Mipiltery ſentof tum. And e believe this Mini- 
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ſtry is received by the gift of; dente) Shot all they that 
receive it, are lawfully called to the Miniſtry , and they 
may preach the Gofpel of Chriſt freely, as they have recei- 
ved it freely, & this Miniſtry is not of man, but of God 8 is - 
made powerful to the converting of ſinners, and to the * 
bringing of people to God, &to the knowledge of his wayes. 
And we do not believe that any man is a Miniſter of Chriſt, 
without che gift of the Holy Ghoſt, or that the Goſpel can 
be received by na: urall learning or education. And we be- 
lieve ſuch as preach for hire, and hath hire for preaching, 
are not the lawful called Miniſters of the Goſpel of Chriſt, 
ſuch as are proud. and high- minded, and covetous men, who 
doth not profit the people at all, ſuch as have run, and ne- 
ver were ſent of Chrift, Who calleth by his ſpirit into the 
Work of the Miniſtry; and as every one hath received the 
gift of that his ſpirit; ſo he may adminiſter to others. 
Concerning Rulers and Governors, We believe that there 
ought to be Rulers and Governors in every Nation, City, 
Countrey, or Town, and they ought to be ſuch men as fear- 
eth God, and hateth every evil way, who will judge for God, 
and not for man, and will judge righteouſly, equally, and 
juſtly, and will give true and ſound judgement unto all men, 
without bribery, or reſpect of per ſons, not regarding the 
rich above the poor, but being a praiſe unto all that do 
well, and a terror to all evil-doers whatſoever, having know- 
ledge in the pure La of God, & themſelves continually ex- 
erciſed therein And we believe that every Law of man, 
ought to be grounded upon the Law of God, pure reaſon & 
equity being the foundation thereof, that Gods witneſſe in 
every man may anſwer to it; & the Law ought to be known 
unto all people before tranſgreſſion be charged or paniſh- * 
ed in any man. And we believe that every tranſgreſſien 
ought to be puniſhed according to its nature, and that the 
puniſhment exceed not the greatneſſe of the tranſgreſſion, 
neither ought any tranſgreſſor to eſcape unpuniſned, nei- 
ther ought any upon falſe ſuſpition or jealouſies to be cauſ- 
ed to ſuffer without the teſtimony of true men, or the con- 
: feſſion 
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feffion of the party. And we. believe that the executors of 
cheLaw ought to be juſt men;&not given to pride, drunken 
neſs,or any other evil whatſoever, & ought to be choſen e- 
very year, or otherwiſe, by the conſent of the 17 that 
no man be ſtopped of his free choice; except juſtly taxed. 
And we believe that all Governors and Rulers oughe to be 
accountable to the people, and to the next proceeding Ru- 
lers, for all their actiont, which may be inquired into upon 
 eccafion; and that the chiefeſt of the Rulers be ſubject un- 
der the Law, and puniſhable by it if they be tranſgreſſors, 
as well as the pooreſt of the people. And thus true Judge - 
ment and Juſtice will be brought forth in the earth, and all 
that do well will have praiſe, and live in reſt and peace, and 
all evil- doers whatſoever may ſtand in awe and be afraid of 
God, and juſt men, and the execution of goed Laws, 

Concerning Roli ion; Me believe that it is onely the Spi- 
rit of the Lord that makes men truly religious, and tha u. 
way enght e be compelled to, or from any exerciſe Fo pra- 
ckiſe in Religion, by avy out ard Law or prwer , but every 
man oughtiobe left free, as the Lord ſhell perſwade bis own 
mind in dong or leaving undone t his, or the other pratti/e 
i Religion; and every man of what profeſſion in Religion 
ſerver , onght to be protelited in peace, provided himſelf be 
4 man of prace, not ſeeking the wrong of any men: perſon 
or Eftase. 

And we believe thet to reprove faiſe Opinions and un- 
ſound Dollrines and Prisciples, ſeeking to convince them 
that oppoſe themſelves, by exhortation, or (harp reproef, 
by Nord or writing, ought not te. be counted 4 breach of 
the Feace, or to 2 alaus the things of the Kingdow of 
God., by men of contrary minds or jndgements , this #4gbs 
wot to be puniſoable by the MagrfFrates and their Laws, for 
we beligve that the outward Lam and power! of the earth is. 
onely to preſerue mens perſons and effater , and not ta preſerve 
men in Opmons, meither onght the Law of the Nation te be 
laid u pen mens conſciences to bind thew 10, or from ſuch a 
Judgement or praftiſe in religion, And vo bilteve that Chrift 
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, aud ought enely to be Lord and A eel ef mens conſciences;- 
and his Spirit onely maſt lead into all truth. EI 

And we believe that obedience & ſubjection in the Lord, 
belongs to Superiors, and that Subjects ought to obey them 
in the Lord that have Rule over them; and that Children 
ought to obey their Parents, and'V Vives their Husbands,8 
Servants their Maſters in all N , which is according to 
God; which ſtands in the exerciſe of a pure conſcience to- 
wards- God: But where Rulers, Parents, or Mafſters, or any 
other, commandeth or requirech fubjection in any thing 
which is contrary to God, or not according to him, in ſuch 
cauſes: all people are free, and ovght to obey Cod rather 
then man; end we believe that herein God will juftifie them; 
being guided and led by his ſpiric in all that which is good, 
and out of all tha t which is evil. | 

Again, V Ve believe concerning Eleetion & Reprobation, 
that there is a ſtate of Election, and a ſtate of Reprobation, 
a ſtate choſen of God, and a ſtate rejected of God, & that 
all mankind are in one of theſe ſtates, all that are elected, are 
elected in Chriſt; and all that are out of him, are in the ſtate 
reprobate, bringing forth fruits of death aud darkneſs, be- 
ing children of wrath and diſobedience, in the alienation & 
ſeparation from God, in the tranſgreſſion, unreconciled to 
God, the enmity ruling in the heart, being in the fall, and 
not reſtored to Cod again, but ignorant of his po wer, and 
of his wiſdom, having the underſtanding darkned, that they 
cannot ſee nor perceive the things that are eternal: and in 
this condition his beſt VVorks are ſin, and whatſeever he 
doth, he cannot be accepted with God, for he is dead to God, 
aud alive to all evil, bringing forth all his works out of that 
ground which is curſed. This is the eondition of all mankind 
upon the face of the Earth, in the firſt Adam; and this is the 
ſrate of reprobation, and all that abide herein, are rejected 
of Ged, and ſhall never inherit eternal life, but goes into 
perdition; yet have all ſuch a day of viſitation, that they 
may return out of the ſtate of reprobation ; but hating! 
knowledge, and deſpiſing the love of God, they *

the tate reprobate & the wrath of Godabiges. upon them; 
But they that are choſen of God, are delivered from wrath, - 
for they beljeve in the light, and becomes children of the 
light, and are renewed in ind and heart, and receiveth the 
lovegf the Fache, and becometh planted into Chriſt the ſe- 
cond. dam, and are cholen n him to bring forth fruit unt 
the Father, and all their fruit ſoingeth from tlhiat ground 
which is Bleſſed for they are led by the Spirit of the Father, 
and ſach are in the ſtate of election who are made Heirs 
with Chriſt of the everlaſting Inheritance that nexer fades 
away: And this we faithfully believe, that mercy is not 
ſhewed to the reprobate, nor judgement to them that are 
choſen of Cod. * Moog bog nom as 
' Anat. it is to go abroad tn the wayld, that all people m 1 ur- 
der ſtand what we believe, mat we have receivedof G ad, &. 
they that helie us this, and wal therein, by che Spirit of the Fa- 
t ber ſhall be ſaved, but they Hat believe not hut are diſobedi- 
ent to the trut &, (hill be cond:wred becauſe they do net bel eve, 
Much more might be written, but in ſhort, this is prven fart h 
by one that hath believed and re:cived the knowledge of theſe, 
things from Gad; A frierd unto all people, |
